CAUSED BY SPREADING RAILS 


Consolidated Train Ditched North of 


Green Mountain, la.— Many of the 


Passengers 
Killed 
Outright 
and 


Their Bodies Are Frightfully Man­ 


gled— Suffering Among the Injured 


Is Indescribable. 


M arshalltown, la., M arch 22 — Fo r­ 
ty-five people were killed and forty 
were injured, many of them fatally, 
in the wreck four and a half miles 
north of Green Mountain, la., of a Chi­ 
cago, Hook Island and Pacific passen­ 
ger train. 
The train, which was a consolida­ 
tion of No. 19 from Chicago, and No. 
21 from St. Louis, bound for St. Paul, 
was being detoured over the tracks of 
the Chicago Great W estern road. 
Go­ 
ing at about thirty miles an hour, with 
the engines running backward, in a 
cut north of Green Mountain the train 
struck a spread rail, it is believed. 
The tender of the pilot locomotive 
Jumped the track and with terrific 
force was buried in an embankment of 
soft clay. 
A second locomotive, just 
behind the first, rolled over and the 
im part of the sudden stop hurled all 
the rear cars forward. 
A coach, a smoker and a Pullman 
car were smashed to splinters, almost 
all the occupants being killed or in­ 
jured. The superstructure of the P u ll­ 
man was literally shaved off and was 
jammed like a ramrod through the 
smoker and day coach. 
Many passengers were apparently 
killed 
outright, 
but 
the 
suffering 
among the injured was indescribable. 
Heads were severed from bodies and 
arms 
and 
legs 
were cut off. 
The 
wreckage was almost crimson 
with 
blood, 
some 
of 
the 
bodies 
being 
crushed 
beyond recognition 
by 
the 
mass of twisted rails and splintered 
cars. 
A few of the passengers were 
found still living, with a rod or a 
splinter impaling them in the wreck. 
Decapitated bodies were picked up and 
it was almost impossible to correctly j 
assort the dismembered parts. 
The wreck occurred at a point where 
it was difficult to reach with prompt j 
relief. 
Such bodies as could be pulled 
out were stretched out in an adjoin­ 
ing pasture. 
Bu t first attention was 
given to the wounded. 
The cries of j 
these, coming from beneath the cars 
and from places which were walled in, 
were pitiable. 
Fortunately the wreck­ 
age did not 
take fire. 
The rescue 
party, reinforced later on by trains of 
wreckers, nurses and surgeons sent 
from 
the 
nearest 
available 
points, 
worked all day and until long after 
dark. 


Died on W ay to Hospital. 


The injured were rushed to a hos­ 
pital, several of them dying on the 
way. 
An explanation given by the rail­ 
road was that the train was being de­ 
toured on account of a blockade due 
to a freight wreck at Shellsburg, la. 
The section from St. Louis and the 
section from Chicago had b 't 'i con­ 
solidated at Cedar Rapids, la. 
They 
were to have been uncoupled and run 
as separate trains at Waterloo. 
The 
St. Louis section is operated by the 
Rock Island in conjunction with th 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy.

May 
Be Acquired by South 
Dakota 
and Montana. 


Washington, 
March 22.— If a 
bill 
that has been reported favorably to 
the house becomes a law, the states of 
South Dakota and Montana will re­ 
ceive patents for valuable tracts of 
land, included in the school sections 
now embraced in forest reserves, that 
I cannot be patented to them under the 
present law. 
The bill approved by (he committee 
on public lands provides "that where 
any state or territory owns lands lying 
within the boundaries of national for­ 
ests, or where its right of indemnity 
selection in respect to school sections 
within such boundaries lias not been 
fully exercised, said state or territory 
is hereby authorized, subject to the 
approval of the secretary of agricul­ 
ture, to be given at his discretion, to 
exchange such lands for. or make in­ 
demnity selections of, other national 
forest lands of like quality and value, 
the same to be selected in reasonably 
compact 
bodies, 
which 
lands 
shall 
thereupon be excluded from the na­ 
tional forests for the b> ne fit of said 
state or territory.” 
“ Tile object of the proposed legisla­ 
tion," s a y s the r« port, "is to enable 
the states desiring to do so to select 
lands in reasonably compact bodies of 
equal area to those now included in 
the reserves and to have the same 
eliminated from the forest reserves, 
thus 
making 
them 
more 
desirable 
from an adm inistrative point of view 
both for the states and forest service, 
and more valuable to prospective pur­ 
chasers.”

AERIAL WAR GAME. 


Series of Evolutions to Be Held In Co­ 
logne, Germany. 
An extensive series of aerial evolu 
tions approaching as near as possible 
to actual w ar conditions bas been ar­ 
ranged to begin at Cologne, Germany, 
April 4 and continue for six weeks. 
Three of the most recently construct­ 
ed airships—the Zeppelin, the Parseval 
and the Gross, representing respective­ 
ly the rigid, flexible and semirigid 
systems—w ill 
be used, and a 
large 
number of arm y officers and engineers 
will receive instruction in tim art of 
maneuvering tile aerial carriages. 
Practical experiments with wireless 
telegraphy w ill be made between the 
airships themselves and also betweer 
the flying machines and the land^sta­ 
tions

The death rate in America might be 
cut iii two lf we were to apply the ex­ 
isting knowledge of hygiene to our 
living conditions. 
This is the statement of so compe­ 
tent an authority as Dr. William ll. 
Welch of Johns Hopkins university 
and president of the American Asso­ 
ciation For the Advancement of Sci­ 
ence. 
And w hat are we going to do about 
It? 
The facts are cold and bare. 
One 
million 
five hundred 
thousand 
persons must die in the United States 
during the next twelve months; equiv­ 
alent to 4.200,000 persons will he con­ 
stantly sick; over 5.000.000 homes, con­ 
sisting of 2o.000.000 persons, will be 
made more or less wretched tty mor­ 
tality and morbidity. 
Of the people 
living today over 8,000,000 will die of 
tuberculosis, and the federal govern­ 
ment does not raise a hand to help 
them. 
It is not that the people of the Unit­ 
ed States, with the machinery they 
have established for their protection 
and government, are not able to help 
themselves. 
We can aud do spend 
thousands of dollars to stamp out 
cholera from our pigs. 
But for the 
alleviation or cure of disease of our 
hearts or kidneys, which will carry 
off over (1,000.Of hi of us. not a thing do 
we do to call to our aid the mighty 
power of our government. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
expended by the departm ent of agri­ 
culture iii saving the lives of elm trees 
from 
the 
attacks of 
beetles. 
But 
where is the departm ent th at will keep 
from our ballies the parasitic growths 
that thrive In the milk they drink? 
The departm ent of agriculture warns 
lair 
farmers 
over 
the 
whole 
land 
against the blights affecting potato 
plants. 
But that the farmers them­ 
selves and other human beings in the 
United States to the number of 8,000,- 
(><»(> will perish of pneumonia is ac­ 
cepted by us all with an oriental res­ 
ignation that seems to say, " ’Tis the 
will of Allah.” 


V a s t Field U n to u c h e d . 
Individual cities and separate states. 
it is true, are doing much more to pro­ 
tect the health aud lives of their citi­ 
zens than ever before. 
But there is a 
vast field untouched by any to which 
the national government should apply 
itself. 
That the states have departm ents of 
agriculture of their own, agricultural 
colleges, cattle inspection and meat 
regulations is not considered cause for 
the abandonment of the federal de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
As President 
Taft said in Ids first annual message 
to congress: 
Tho op p ortunities offered for u sefu l re­ 
search and tic spr« ad of ust ful Inform a­ 
tion in regard to the cu ltivation of the 
soil and the breeding of stoek and the 
solu tion of m any o f the in tricate prob­ 
lem s in p rogressive agricu lture have d em ­ 
on strated the w isdom of estab lish in g tile 
d epartm ent of agriculture. 
Sim ilar rea­ 
son s of equal force can be given for the 
estab lish m en t o f a bureau of health tiiat 
shall not only exercise the police ju ris­ 
diction of tin' federal govern m en t resp ect­ 
ing quarantine, but w hich shall also a f­ 
ford an opportunity for in vestigation and 
research by com petent exp erts into q u es­ 
tions of health affectin g the w hole cou n ­ 
try or im portant section s thereof, ques­ 
tions w hich in the ab sen ce of federal g o v ­ 
ernm ental 
work 
are 
not 
lik ely 
to 
be 
prom ptly solved. 
Indorsed by Phys icia ns. 
Public health officers themselves are 
well nigh unanimous in the opinion 
t Ha I a national health bureau would be 
of great utility, aud the medical pro­ 
fe ss io n h a s heartily and repeatedly in­ 
dorsed the project. 
(Jnatter oilieieiiey would tit once re­ 
suit from merely the consolidation in 
one bureau of the present public health 
and marine hospital service, the divi­ 
sions of foods and drugs of the bu­ 
reau of chemistry and of till the other 
present functions of the several na­ 
tional executive departments engaged 
in work pertaining to human health 
aud sanitation. 
These health agencies 
of the national government are often 
doing excellent work, but at every 
hand they encounter obstacles to their 
complete usefulness. 
It is as if the 
unified concentrated activities of the 
department of agriculture were scat­ 
tered about among tim treasury de­ 
partment. the department of the inte­ 
rior. the department of commerce and 
labor—wherever, in fact, chance or the 
mere stress of departmental business 
might suggest a resting place for now 
one. now another, branch of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s extensive agricultural work. 


A t t r a c t in g W id e A tte n tio n . 
The situation calls loud for a rem­ 
edy. and it is attracting at last a wide 
attention. The committee of one hun- 
I fired organized by the American Asso­ 
ciation For the Advancement of Sci­ 
ence has taken up the subject with 
energy and hopes to secure the backing 


of every organization In the United 
States interested in public health. 
Since the unqualified 
indorsement 
given by President Taft to the plan for 
j a national bureau of health, first for­ 
mulated by the committee, the members 
of the committee have been encour­ 
aged to believe that congress will this 
year establish their long desired bu­ 
reau. 
Only one thing stands in the way of 
this measure, full of possibilities for 
good to the American people—the fail­ 
ure of the people themselves to evince 
their genuine interest in the, proposal. 


A few' letters to tnemliers of 'congress 
from women’s clubs, farm ers’ unions, 
business 
organizations 
and 
lodges 
would show that the public health is 
a m atter of importance not only to the 
physician and tile student of statistics. 
| Any considerable quantity of personal 
j letters from constituents urging their 
I representatives to support a bill for 
the establishment of a public health 
bureau 
would give proof that this 
I measure has the support not only of 
j men whose business it is to keep us 


I well, but of the public who wants to 
1 keep well in order to do its business— 
of a public awake at last to the fact 
that if "the death rate lie cut in two” 
i t j s time to see about it. 


PHIL DALY, SQUARE GAMBLER 


Long P ro p rie to r of F a m o u s P e n n s y lv a ­ 
nia C lu b at Long B ra nch , N . J. 
Phil Daly, who recently died at his 
home in Long Branch, N. .J., was well 
known to the sporting world of a gen- 
! eration ago and for twenty-six years 
was manager of the famous Pennsyl­ 
vania club at Long Branch, where 
gambling ran high for many years tiii- 
I til the club fell under the ban of the 
authorities in I SPN and Daly retired. 
Mr. Italy was born In Philadelphia 
seventy-five years ago. He took charge 
of the Pennsylvania club in 1876 and 
had 
filii 
management 
until 
twelve 
years ago. 
Iii' never allowed cheating 
or even sharp practice and would 
not permit minors to play at his tables. 
“A square deal” was the motto < f 
Phil Daly, and iii his varied career 
from country boy to gambler lie gave 
and expected square treatment. 
This 
and his pride in a reputation for strict 
honesty won for him a place at the 
top of his self chosen profession. 
Rich 
players trusted 
him 
implicitly, and 
vast sums were placed in his keeping 
with only his word for a receipt. 
Phil Daly began life as a country 
boy. 
lit' simply drifted Into gambling. 
Ile ran a gambling bouse iii Philadel­ 
phia for many years. 
Daly’s pennsyl­ 
vania club became noted for its equip­ 
ment and cuisine and for the high play 
that went on there. 
Daly always figured that it was bet­ 
ter to have his patrons perfectly sat­ 
isfied than to have them in the frame 
of mind where they might "knock” . r 
do him harm some day. 
The princi­ 
pal games played at the Long Branch 
house were faro, roulette and English 
hazard. 
Some of the French games 
were also played, and 
there were 
poker games In which the house did 
not do any banking. 
One night a newly admitted patron 
of the Pennsylvania club, as the house 
was called, wagered $100 from jack 
to deuce iii faro. 
In some way his 
stake was shifted in the play to a 
point lie! ween the jack and queen, and 
tho dealer refused to pay when tin* 
Jack won. 
The dealer calk'd Daly, 
however, and explained the situation, 
asking whether he should pay on the 
jack. 
“ If this gentleman says that in his 
mind he intended to play from the 
jack, that is all there is to it,” said 
Daly. 
"W e pay.”
